FORTY INJURED IN COLLISION. 


Electric Cars Running at Forty Miles 
an Hour Meet Head-on Near 
Aurora. til. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, July 2%.—Nearly forty 
persons were injured, some of them 
probably fatally and eleven so seri- 
ously that they had tg be taken to hos- 
pitals, in a head-on collision today be- 
tween two Aurora, Elgin and Chicago 
electric care at Lovedale station four 

miles north of Aurora. 

The disaster occurred when thé 
coaches were each running at a speed 
estimated at forty miles an hour. 
crash when they came together war 
terrific: Both cars were telescoped 
more than half their length, the wood 
smashed to splinters, iron 
twisted and gnaried out of all sem- 
biance to its original shape and seats 
thrown yards away. Passengers, 
among whom were nearly fifty women, 
were thrown through windows and 
tossed to the side of the tracks severa!
